They  offer  to  furnish  a  clear  brilliant  gas 
at  the  rate  of  $2  per  li«HI0  cubic  feet  f, 
illuminating  gas  and  SI  4(>  per  1,000  feet 
for  fuel  purposes.  For  gas  u-e»l  by  th 
corporation  and  public  buildings  the  rat 
is  $1.50  per  1. 000  cubic  r*>ct.  They  will 
furnish  a  live  fool  burner  evVry  night  dur¬ 
ing  darkness  at  $12  pci  lamp,  and  vyill 
guarantee  a  steady,  clear  light.  Th 
township  now-  pays  $10  a  lamp  tor  a  few 
hours  ami  the  light  is  not  satisfactory 
Chairman  Russell  stated  that  he  m;id< 
inquiries  in  regard  to  th**  el*«-tric  im-.m 
descent  light  ami  ascertained  that  a  2< 
candle  power  light  could  be  procured  for 
$20  a  lamp  to  burn  all  night.  He  thought 
350  lamps  would  be  enough  to  begin  wi'h, 
making  a  cost  of  $7,500.  whereas  tin*  city 
now-  pays  $5,000  fv*r  an  unsatsifactory 
light.  The  matter  was  rcferrerl  to  the 
Gas  Committee. 

— The  eleventh  annual  report  of  tin* 
State  Board  of  Health  has  just  been  is¬ 
sued.  In  the  rej»*>rts  from  the  Local 
Board  Dr.  W.  II.  Van  Gioson,  Town  Phy¬ 
sician,  writes  as  follows  :  "Tne  health  of 
this  Township  during  the  past  year  ha 
been  very  good,  during  the  Winter  and 
early  part  of  Spring  we  Lad  a  number  of 
cases  of  scarlet  fever,  some  of  these  were 
of  the  malignant  type.

Th 
complaints  made  to  the  Board  have  beeu 
regarding  drab  s  and  c«v-.-pools.  These 
nuisances  have,  in  all  cases,  been  abated 
at  ouce.  upon  notification  to  the  property 
owner  or  lessee.

Hoboken.  Twenty  new  cars  built  by 
the  Jackson  Sharp  Company  have  been 
added  to  the  Company's  rolling  stock.
